In subsequent Mecussion, he interpreted this authority t= 
apply whether the exployee is overmvas cr PCE Seadquarters anf shether the e=ployee 
is retiring or being separated. Agonay regulations amve long srovided tor the ship- 
ment, of household effects for em,lorees retiring or separating abroad--to the place 
“where the employee «ill reside” in tae case of the retiree, gnd “to the place oi 
remidence at time of appolntwent ‘or the eployee being sepatatec. A clear cié- 
tinction le mace tor eaployees serving cversess. Our regulations sake no provision 
for the payment of trangportaticn apenses i. or eugluyees retiring or being separates 
trom a PCE essgignecst at Heacquarters. It hes been our position that no statutory 
eubhority exiatec sor such action. The decision of the Aseccilate Generai Counsel 
cant ag a distinct surprige and ve requeste’ that it be revicrec. This has been 
done aad we Rave nov been advise: by the Agscclate General Cotnael that a check +ith
